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THE  INSTITUTE  OF  PACIFIC  RELATIONS 

The  Institute  of  Pacific  Relations  is  an  unofficial  and  non-partisan  organization, 
founded  in  1925  to  facilitate  the  scientific  study  of  the  peoples  of  the  Pacific  area. 
It  is  composed  of  autonomous  National  Councils  in  the  principal  countries  having 
important  interests  in  the  Pacific  area,  together  with  an  International  Secretariat. 
It  is  privately  financed  by  contributions  from  National  Councils,  corporations  and 
foundations.  It  is  governed  by  a  Pacific  Council  composed  of  members  appointed 
by  each  of  the  National  Councils. 

In  addition  to  the  independent  activities  of  its  National  Councils,  the  Institute 
organizes  private  international  conferences  every  two  or  three  years.  Such  confer¬ 
ences  have  been  held  at  Honolulu  (1925  an<^  I927)>  Kyoto  (1929))  Shanghai 
(1931),  Banff,  Canada  (1933),  Yosemite  Park,  California  (1936),  Virginia  Beach, 
Virginia  (1939),  Mont  Tremblant,  Quebec  (1942),  Hot  Springs,  Virginia  (1945), 
and  Stratford,  England  (1947)*  It  conducts  an  extensive  program  of  research  on 
the  political,  economic  and  social  problems  of  the  Pacific  area  and  Far  East.  It  also 
publishes  the  proceedings  of  its  conferences,  a  quarterly  journal,  Pacific  Affairs,  and 
a  large  number  of  scholarly  books  embodying  the  results  of  its  studies. 

Neither  the  International  Secretariat  nor  the  National  Councils  of  the  Institute 
advocate  policies  or  express  opinions  on  national  or  international  affairs.  Responsi¬ 
bility  for  statements  of  fact  or  opinion  in  Institute  publications  rests  solely  with  the 

authors. 
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INTRODUCTION 

THE  FOLLOWING  BRIEF  survey  of  the  IPR  research  program  for 
I949'5°  relates  mainly  to  the  longer-term  studies  which  are  usually 
published  as  independent  books  or  substantial  mimeographed  reports  and 
does  not  include  articles  and  study  group  or  conference  papers  except  when 
the  latter  happen  to  constitute  parts  of  larger  projects.  It  is  also  limited  to 
studies  financed  or  sponsored  by  the  International  Research  Fund  of  the 
Institute  and  to  the  principal  additional  studies  (marked  with  asterisks) 
of  Far  Eastern  and  Pacific  questions  undertaken  independently  by  the 
National  Councils.  It  thus  omits  numerous  important  projects  concerned 
with  other  parts  of  the  world  undertaken  for  National  Councils  as  the 
Royal  Institute  of  International  Affairs  and  the  Canadian  Institute  of  In¬ 
ternational  Affairs. 

The  IPR  research  program  is  necessarily  a  mixture  of  new  projects, 
started  during  the  past  two  years,  and  of  older  studies  (sometimes  delayed) 
arising  from  programs  begun  three  to  six  years  ago.  This  fact,  though 
familiar  enough  in  research  organizations  far  less  diverse  and  decentralized 
than  the  IPR  with  its  thirteen  autonomous  National  Councils  and  Inter¬ 
national  Secretariat,  needs  to  be  kept  in  mind  in  reading  the  following 
survey.  It  accounts  in  large  measure  for  the  apparently  heterogeneous  char¬ 
acter  of  the  program  and  conceals  the  fact  that  related  or  coordinated  groups 
of  projects  exist  within  the  larger  list.  However  well-conceived,  research 
programs  involving  the  cooperation  of  individuals  and  groups  in  eight  to 
twelve  countries  seldom  develop  exactly  according  to  the  original  plans, 
either  in  scope  and  content  or  in  duration  and  form  of  publication. 

It  is  all  too  easy  to  prepare  impressive  and  well-articulated  paper  pro¬ 
grams  of  research,  but  much  more  difficult  to  make  sure  that  the  studies  are 
actually  written  by  well-qualified  scholars  who  have  some  personal  interest 
and  enthusiasm  in  their  particular  project,  especially  when  those  scholars’ 
services  are  apt  to  be  most  in  demand  by  national  governments  and  inter¬ 
national  agencies.  An  important  gap  in  a  research  program  or  a  delay  in 
completion  of  a  major  project  may  thus  often  be  explained  by  pressure  of 
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other  work  on  the  best-qualified  researchers  for  that  particular  project. 
Difficulties  of  this  sort,  combined  with  the  obstacles  created  by  abnormally 
disturbed  political  and  economic  conditions  in  many  Far  Eastern  countries, 
are  of  particular  and  continuing  importance  in  the  IPR  research  program. 

Finally,  it  must  be  noted  that  even  when  the  above  difficulties  are  absent, 
research  workers  sometimes  find  it  necessary  to  change  the  scope  or  em¬ 
phasis  of  studies  from  the  original  plans  so  that  apparently  closely  co¬ 
ordinated  studies  may,  for  perfectly  good  reasons,  result  in  very  different 
types  of  published  reports.  Any  attempt  to  impose  from  the  outside  an 
artificial  appearance  of  uniformity  on  many  such  parallel  studies  would 
rightly  be  resisted  by  the  scholars  concerned  and  would  destroy  some  of  the 
deeper  significance  of  the  individual  studies.  Coordination  must  therefore 
usually  be  achieved  mainly  by  suggestion  and  personal  discussion  or  cor¬ 
respondence  with  research  workers,  most  of  whom  are  undertaking  their 
studies  out  of  personal  scholarly  interest  rather  than  for  pay,  and  not  by 
the  issuance  of  standard  instructions  or  questionnaires  from  a  central  office. 

In  the  following  pages  an  attempt  has  been  made  to  indicate  at  the  be¬ 
ginning  of  each  subject  division  the  principal  new  projects  begun  mainly 
during  the  past  two  years  as  a  result  of  decisions  of  the  IPR’s  International 
Research  Committee  and  Pacific  Council  at  their  meetings  in  England  in 
September  1947  and  in  New  York  in  January  1949.  Brief  reference  is  then 
made  to  related  older  studies  in  the  same  general  field,  including  projects 
which  have  been  completed  but  not  yet  published.  The  lists  do  not  include 
the  numerous  important  volumes  already  published  under  IPR  auspices, 
many  within  the  past  two  years.  Accordingly,  readers  who  wish  to  have  a 
comprehensive  list  of  all  published  and  forthcoming  IPR  studies  in  a 
particular  field  should  consult  the  recently  issued  1949  catalogue  entitled 
“IPR  Books”  and  similar  catalogues  for  earlier  years. 

During  the  past  two  years  the  new  work  in  the  IPR  International  Research 
Program  has  been  largely  concentrated  on  the  general  subject  of  “The 
Political  and  Economic  Modernization  of  the  Far  East,  and  Its  International 
Consequences.”  Under  this  heading,  specific  studies  are  being  undertaken 
in  the  following  fields:  (1)  The  Development  and  Characteristics  of  Far 
Eastern  Nationalism  and  Nationalist  Movements;  (2)  The  Requirements  of 
Efficient  Public  Administration  and  the  Development  of  the  Modern 
Bureaucracy  and  Civil  Service  in  Far  Eastern  Countries;  (3)  The  Growth 
of  Modern  Capitalism  and  of  the  Modern  Business  Class  in  the  Far  East; 
(4)  Economic  Development  and  Improvement  of  Living  Standards  in  Se¬ 
lected  Far  Eastern  Areas;  (5)  Some  International  Consequences  of  the  De¬ 
cline  of  Western  Power  in  the  Far  East.  Work  is  also  being  continued  on 
certain  aspects  of  earlier  topics,  such  as  the  Administration  of  Dependent 


Territories,  the  Problems  of  Postwar  Japan,  and  in  the  broader  field  of 
International  Political  and  Economic  Relations  among  Far  Eastern  and 
Pacific  Countries. 

It  should  also  be  noted  that  plans  are  now  being  made  for  preparing  a 
series  of  shorter  papers  as  documents  for  the  Eleventh  IPR  Conference  to 
be  held  in  India  in  December  1950  on  the  subject  of  “Nationalism  in  the 
Far  East  and  Its  Consequences  for  the  Western  World.”  The  titles  and 
authors  of  these  conference  papers  (which  are  not  strictly  research  reports) 
will  be  announced  later. 

In  the  following  survey  the  projects  are  grouped  under  rather  broad 
subject  headings,  but  in  certain  cases  projects  which  would  logically  be 
included  under  several  headings  have  been  placed  under  only  one.  The 
items  marked  with  asterisks  are  those  which  have  been  independently  under¬ 
taken  by  the  National  Councils.  They  are  not  at  present  financed  by,  or 
formally  part  of,  the  IPR  International  Research  Program,  though  they  are 
often  closely  related  to  it  and  may  later  become  part  of  it.  Needless  to  say, 
there  are  bound  to  be  changes  in  such  a  large  and  developing  program. 
Titles  and  dates  of  completion  and  publication  must  in  many  cases  be 
regarded  as  provisional.

A.  NATIONALISM  AND  POLITICS 

In  the  upsurge  of  new  nationalisms  in  the  postwar  Far  East,  public 
attention  has  mostly  been  focused  on  their  external  and  international 
repercussions,  and  little  attention  has  yet  been  paid  to  the  internal  char¬ 
acteristics  and  determinants  of  the  various  nationalist  movements.  It  is 
hoped  that  the  following  newly  begun  studies  will  throw  some  light  upon 
this  problem,  though  not  neglecting  the  wider  international  aspects  and 
economic  implications : 

1.  Nationalism  in  the  Postwar  Far  East.  By  W.  Macmahon  Ball,  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Melbourne.  This  broad  survey  is  being  prepared  under  the  auspices  of 
the  Australian  Institute  of  International  Affairs  and  the  IPR  International  Secre¬ 
tariat.  It  is  scheduled  for  completion  late  in  1950. 

2.  Nationalism  in  Burma.  By  G.  I.  Merrells.  Recently  started  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Royal  Institute  of  International  Affairs,  London,  this  study  will 
probably  be  completed  in  1951. 

3.  Nationalism  and  Politics  in  Indonesia.  By  George  McT.  Kahin,  Johns 
Hopkins  University.  Based  in  large  part  on  the  author’s  recent  investigations  in 
Indonesia,  this  study  is  to  be  completed  about  June  1950. 
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4.  Recent  Developments  in  Mongol  Nationalism.  By  Owen  Lattimore, 
Johns  Hopkins  University.  To  be  completed  early  in  1950. 

Older  studies  in  this  general  field,  now  nearing  completion,  include  the 
following : 

5.  Indochina  and  Vietnam.  By  Ellen  Hammer.  This  survey  of  postwar  de¬ 
velopments  in  Indochina  and  of  French  policies  there  is  to  be  completed  about 
December  1949  and  published  under  the  auspices  of  the  IPR  International 
Secretariat  in  1950. 

6.  Philippine  Nationalism.  By  Abraham  Chapman.  This  historical  survey, 
together  with  an  account  of  political  movements  and  factions  in  recent  years,  will 
be  completed  early  in  1950. 

The  following  studies,  though  not  dealing  exclusively  with  nationalism, 
have  a  sufficiently  close  bearing  upon  it  to  be  listed  here: 

7.  Left-Wing  Movements  in  Southeast  Asia.  By  Virginia  Thompson  Adloff 
and  Richard  Adloff.  This  report  has  been  completed  and  is  scheduled  for  publica¬ 
tion  by  William  Sloane  Associates  under  the  auspices  of  the  IPR  International 
Secretariat  early  in  1950. 

8.  Left-Wing  Political  Movements  in  Japan.  By  Evelyn  S.  Colbert,  Division 
of  Research  for  Far  East,  U.  S.  Department  of  State.  This  survey,  covering  the 
past  thirty  years  in  Japanese  politics,  is  based  on  a  report  prepared  for  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  State.  The  revised  study  is  scheduled  for  completion  about  December 
1949  and  will  probably  be  published  under  the  auspices  of  the  IPR  International 
Secretariat  early  in  I95°- 

9.  Communism  in  China.  By  Michael  Lindsay,  Hull  University.  This  study 
is  under  the  auspices  of  the  Royal  Institute  of  International  Affairs  and  the  IPR 
International  Secretariat.  It  is  planned  as  a  comprehensive  study,  based  in  part  on 
the  author’s  work  in  Yenan  during  the  war  years  and  on  his  recent  visit  to  North 
China.  The  report  will  probably  be  completed  late  in  1950. 

10.  Plans  are  also  being  discussed,  but  have  not  yet  been  made  final,  for  studies 
to  be  prepared  for  (or  in  cooperation  with)  the  IPR  on  the  following  topics:  Anna- 
mese  Politics  and  Political  Groups  by  Milton  Sacks;  The  Rise,  Decline  and 
Revival  of  Political  Parties  in  Japan  by  Robert  Scalapino;  and  a  collection  of 
documents  and  source  materials  on  Nationalism  in  Southeast  Asia,  compiled  by 
Donald  G.  Tewksbury. 

*11.  Mention  should  also  be  made  here  of  a  projected  study  on  the  “Political 
Outlook  in  Postwar  Japan”  to  be  started  early  in  1950  by  Mr.  W.  G.  Beasley  of 
the  London  School  of  Oriental  and  African  Studies  for  the  Royal  Institute  of 
International  Affairs. 

12.  Arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  completion  of  a  volume  of  “Essays 
on  Japanese  Politics  and  Society”  by  Dr.  E.  Herbert  Norman,  Canadian  Legation, 
Tokyo.  This  will  be  based  in  part  upon  an  earlier  mimeographed  report  issued  by 
the  IPR  International  Secretariat  for  limited  circulation  in  1945.  The  new  volume 
will  be  published  under  the  auspices  of  the  IPR  International  Secretariat  late  in

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B.  PUBLIC  ADMINISTRATION  AND  GOVERNMENT 

Most  of  the  Far  Eastern  countries,  and  specially  those  which  are  just  at 
the  beginning  of  their  political  independence,  confront  an  acute  problem 
in  the  recruitment,  training  and  proper  employment  of  competent  and 
reliable  civil  servants.  In  many  cases  they  also  have  the  task  of  transforming 
traditional  and  privileged  bureaucracies  into  a  more  efficient,  modern  civil 
service.  The  following  studies  are  intended  to  survey  these  problems,  partly 
in  the  light  of  the  efforts  of  Western  advisers  and  colonial  authorities  to  deal 
with  the  problem,  and  also  to  suggest  possible  methods  to  be  adopted  by  the 
new  governments. 

13.  Problems  of  Public  Administration  in  Burma,  Ceylon,  Malaya,  Hong 
Kong  and  Siam.  A  series  of  related  but  separate  monographs  on  each  of  these 
areas  is  being  prepared  under  the  auspices  of  the  Royal  Institute  of  International 
Affairs.  A  report  on  “Public  Administration  in  Ceylon”  by  Sir  Charles  Collins 
has  just  been  completed  and  will  be  published  by  the  Royal  Institute  early  in  195°- 
The  volumes  on  Burma  by  F.  S.  V.  Donnison,  on  Malaya  by  S.  W.  Jones,  on 
Hong  Kong  by  Sir  Charles  Collins,  and  on  Siam  by  W.  D.  Reeve  are  to  be 
completed  during  1950. 

14.  Bureaucracy  and  Civil  Service  in  Japan.  By  Seimi  Tsuji.  This  study,  re¬ 
cently  started  for  the  Japan  Institute  of  Pacific  Studies,  is  to  be  completed  late  in 
1950. 

15.  Public  Administration  and  Bureaucracy  in  China.  By  Djang  Chu, 
School  of  Advanced  International  Studies,  Washington.  This  essay,  partly  his¬ 
torical  and  partly  based  on  the  author’s  experience  in  the  Chinese  National  Gov¬ 
ernment,  is  to  be  completed  in  1950. 

16.  Public  Administration  in  India.  By  A.  D.  Gorwalla.  This  analysis  of 
administrative  problems  in  India  is  being  prepared  under  the  auspices  of  the 
Indian  Council  of  World  Affairs  and  is  to  be  completed  in  1950. 

iy.  Recent  Political  Developments  in  India.  By  J.  A.  Curran,  Jr.  The 
International  Secretariat,  with  the  cooperation  of  the  Indian  Council  of  World 
Affairs,  has  completed  plans  for  this  study  to  be  undertaken  by  Mr.  J.  A.  Curran, 
Jr.,  University  of  Pennsylvania,  who  began  work  in  New  Delhi  in  November 
1949.  Part  of  the  project  will  include  a  report  on  Indian  political  parties  and 
programs  in  recent  years. 

18.  To  supplement  the  above  studies,  plans  are  now  being  discussed  for  a  report 
by  a  Dutch  scholar  on  the  Development  of  a  Modern  Civil  Service  in  Indonesia. 

In  the  broader  field  of  government  and  general  administrative  problems 
in  modern  China  are  the  following  studies: 

19.  Government  and  Politics  in  China.  By  Chien  Tuan-sheng,  Peking 
National  University.  This  very  comprehensive  survey,  relating  mainly  to  the 
Nationalist  Government,  has  been  completed  and  is  to  be  published,  with  an 
introduction  by  Professor  Arthur  N.  Holcombe  of  Harvard  University,  by  the 
Harvard  University  Press  in  1950. 

20.  Local  Government  in  China.  By  Wang  Kan-yu.  This  detailed  report 
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on  provincial  and  local  administration  also  deals  mainly  with  Nationalist  China 
and  has  been  prepared  as  a  supplement  to  Professor  Chien’s  more  general  survey. 
The  report  has  now  been  completed  and  will  be  issued,  probably  in  mimeographed 
form,  by  the  IPR  International  Secretariat  early  in  1950. 

21.  China’s  Politics.  By  Lawrence  K.  Rosinger,  American  Institute  of  Pacific 
Relations.  Arrangements  have  been  made  for  a  revised  and  enlarged  edition  of 
this  earlier  IPR  book,  entitled  Chinas  Wartime  Politics ,  to  be  published  under 
the  auspices  of  the  IPR  International  Secretariat  by  the  Princeton  University 
Press  in  1950. 

C.  INTERNATIONAL  RELATIONS  AND  DIPLOMACY 

Studies  in  this  general  field  continue  to  form  a  major  part  of  the  general 
IPR  research  program.  Among  the  more  recent  projects  dealing  with  major 
postwar  shifts  in  international  power  relationships,  are  the  following: 

22.  The  International  Position  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Nations.  By 
Gwendolen  M.  Carter,  Smith  College.  This  survey,  including  sections  on  India, 
Pakistan,  Ceylon,  Australia,  New  Zealand  and  Canada,  is  being  prepared  under 
the  auspices  of  the  Canadian  Institute  of  International  Affairs  and  the  IPR  In¬ 
ternational  Secretariat  with  the  cooperation  of  the  Social  Science  Research  Council, 
New  York.  Professor  Carter  has  recently  completed  a  tour  of  the  above-mentioned 
countries  and  will  probably  complete  her  report  late  in  1950. 

23.  The  Western  Powers  and  the  Far  East.  By  Guy  Wint.  This  study, 
embodying  some  parts  of  the  author’s  earlier  book,  The  British  m  Asia,  will 
examine  some  of  the  consequences  of  the  decline  of  Western  power  in  Southern 
and  Eastern  Asia  and  the  possible  new  role  of  India  in  the  security  problems  of 
that  part  of  the  world.  The  report  will  be  completed  in  1950  and  will  be  published 
under  the  auspices  of  the  IPR  International  Secretariat. 

24.  Security  Problems  of  India  and  the  Indian  Ocean  Area.  By  members 
of  the  research  staff  of  the  Indian  Council  of  World  Affairs.  This  detailed  exami¬ 
nation  of  India’s  defense  problems  is  to  he  completed  in  1950. 

25.  American  Far  Eastern  Policy  Since  1945.  By  Miriam  S.  Farley,  Ameri¬ 
can  Institute  of  Pacific  Relations.  This  concise  survey  is  to  be  completed  and 
published  under  the  auspices  of  the  American  IPR  in  1950.  It  is  intended  to 
supplement  the  earlier  IPR  volume,  America  s  Far  Eastern  Policy  by  T.  A.  Bisson. 

26.  Documents  on  Soviet  Far  Eastern  Policy  Since  Yalta.  Compiled  by 
William  Mandel.  This  collection  of  official  statements  and  other  materials  from 
Soviet  sources  will  be  issued  in  mimeographed  form  by  the  IPR  International 
Secretariat  about  January  1950. 

27.  A  Short  Survey  of  Far  Eastern  International  Relations,  1937-1949. 
By  F.  C.  Jones,  University  of  Bristol.  This  volume,  based  partly  on  the  author’s 
work  for  the  Survey  of  International  Affairs,  is  being  prepared  under  the  auspices 
of  the  Royal  Institute  of  International  Affairs  and  the  IPR  International  Secre¬ 
tariat.  It  is  to  be  completed  in  1950. 

28.  Outer  Mongolia  and  Its  International  Position.  By  Gerard  Friters. 
Edited  with  an  introduction  by  Owen  and  Eleanor  Lattimore.  This  broad  survey 
of  international  diplomacy  concerning  Mongolia  also  includes  an  up-to-date  ac¬ 
count  of  the  government  and  economic  development  of  the  Mongolian  Republic. 
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The  study  has  recently  been  published  for  the  IPR  International  Secretariat  by  the 
Johns  Hopkins  University  Press. 

A  number  of  important  shorter  studies  in  the  general  field  of  foreign 
relations  are  being  prepared  by  several  National  Councils.  Among  these  are 
the  following: 

*  29.  Australia’s  Foreign  Policy.  By  Gordon  Greenwood.  This  report  is  to 
be  published  under  the  auspices  of  the  Australian  Institute  of  International  Affairs 
early  in  1951. 

*  30.  Indian  Relations  with  China,  Burma  and  Malaya.  By  Tan  Yun-shan, 
R.  Venkateswaran,  and  N.  Raghavan.  These  three  separate  surveys  will  be  pub¬ 
lished  under  the  auspices  of  the  Indian  Council  of  World  Affairs  early  in  1950. 

31.  American  Relations  with  India.  By  Lawrence  K.  Rosinger,  American 
Institute  of  Pacific  Relations.  This  concise  survey  of  recent  American  political  and 
economic  relations  with  India  has  been  written  as  a  document  for  the  conference 
on  Indian-American  relations  to  be  held  in  New  Delhi  in  December  1949.  ft  ls 
to  be  separately  published  as  a  book,  under  the  auspices  of  the  American  IPR, 

about  January  1950.  .  . 

Several  other  shorter  papers  on  various  aspects  of  India’s  foreign  relations 

and  on  other  problems  of  Indian-American  relations  are  being  prepared  for 
the  above-mentioned  conference  and  it  is  probable  that  most  of  these  will  be 
published  either  as  separate  monographs  or  in  a  volume  of  the  conference 
proceedings. 

32.  Mention  may  also  be  made  here  of  a  symposium  on  some  recent  problems 
of  American  Far  Eastern  policy,  based  on  lectures  given  at  the  Harvard  Summer 
School  in  July  1949  by  John  K.  Fairbank,  Edwin  O.  Reischauer,  Harlan  Cleve¬ 
land  and  William  L.  Holland.  The  book  is  published  in  cooperation  with  the 
IPR  International  Secretariat  by  the  Harvard  University  Press  under  the  title 

Next  Step  in  Asia. 

D.  ECONOMIC  MODERNIZATION  AND  RECONSTRUCTION 

Supplementing  the  numerous  earlier  IPR  studies  of  Far  Eastern  indus¬ 
trialization  and  trade,  several  new  studies  have  been  undertaken  on  some 
of  the  broader  aspects  of  economic  modernization  and  postwar  reconstruction 
in  Far  Eastern  countries.  The  following  studies  are  designed  to  describe 
some  of  the  factors  stimulating  or  impeding  the  introduction  of  modern 
business  into  the  traditional  economies  of  East  Asia: 

33.  The  Influence  of  Western  Enterprise  on  Far  Eastern  Economic 

Modernization.  By  G.  C.  Allen  and  Miss  A.  G.  Donnithorne.  This  long-term 
study,  which  will  be  based  in  part  on  the  experience  of  British  trading  companies 
in  India  and  China,  is  being  prepared  under  the  auspices  of  the  Royal  Institute  of 
International  Affairs  and  University  College,  London.  It  will  probably  be  com¬ 
pleted  in  1951.  „  r> 

34.  The  Origins  and  Development  of  the  Modern  Chinese  Business  Class. 

By  Chen  Chen-han,  Peking  National  University.  The  preliminary  historical  sec¬ 
tions  of  this  study,  which  is  under  the  auspices  of  the  China  IPR,  have  been 
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largely  completed  in  Peking  but  it  is  probable  that  recent  developments  in  China 
will  delay  the  completion  of  the  whole  study. 

35.  The  Rise  of  the  Modern  Business  Class  in  Japan.  By  Takao  Tsuchiya. 
This  study  will  draw  upon  the  results  of  recent  important  Japanese  researches 
in  this  field.  The  report  is  being  prepared  under  the  auspices  of  the  Japan  Insti¬ 
tute  of  Pacific  Studies  and  will  probably  be  completed  in  1951. 

36.  Source  Materials  and  Readings  on  Modern  Chinese  Economic  History. 
Edited  and  compiled  by  S.  Y.  Teng  and  John  K.  Fairbank,  Harvard  University. 
This  collection  of  translated  excerpts  and  bibliographical  guides  is  being  prepared 
for  the  IPR  International  Secretariat  and  is  scheduled  for  completion  late  in  1950. 
A  preliminary  report  emerging  from  this  project  will  be  entitled  “New  Light  on 
the  Taiping  Rebellion”  by  S.  Y.  Teng  and  will  be  issued  in  mimeographed  form 
by  the  IPR  International  Secretariat  early  in  1950. 

37.  Plans  are  also  under  discussion  for  the  continuation  of  a  comprehensive 
analysis  of  the  Economic  Development  of  Modern  Japan  by  William  W.  Lock- 
wood,  Princeton  University. 

Focused  more  on  present-day  problems  of  economic  reconstruction  and 
improvement  of  living  standards  in  the  Far  East,  are  the  following: 

38.  Improvement  of  Living  Standards  in  British  Far  Eastern  Territories. 
By  T.  H.  Silcock,  Raffles  College  and  others.  This  project,  under  the  auspices 
of  the  Royal  Institute  of  International  Affairs,  will  include  separate  sections  by 
different  authors  on  various  aspects  of  standards  of  living  in  Malaya,  Ceylon  and 
Hong  Kong.  The  first  of  these  is  a  study  by  Professor  Silcock  of  educational 
factors  influencing  Malayan  living  standards.  The  project  will  probably  be  com¬ 
pleted  in  1951. 

39.  Economic  and  Social  Modernization  in  the,  Far  East.  By  Maurice 
Zinkin,  Lever  Brothers,  London.  This  study,  with  particular  emphasis  on  peasant 
indebtedness,  has  been  prepared  for  the  IPR  International  Secretariat  with  the 
cooperation  of  Mr.  Guy  Wint.  It  will  be  completed  early  in  195°* 

40.  Economic  Development  and  Investment  in  Far  Eastern  Countries. 
By  Edwin  P.  Reubens,  Cornell  University.  This  comparative  survey  of  some  of 
the  basic  factors  conditioning  the  economic  modernization  of  Oriental  societies 
is  to  be  completed  early  in 

41.  Far  Eastern  Economic  Reconstruction.  By  Horace  Belshaw.  This  broad 
survey  of  poverty  and  economic  progress  in  the  Far  East  is  an  expansion  of  the 
author’s  data  paper  “Agricultural  Reconstruction  in  the  Far  East”  prepared  for 
the  Tenth  IPR  Conference.  Pressure  of  other  duties  has  delayed  the  completion 
of  the  work.  It  is  hoped  that  it  can  be  published  under  the  auspices  of  the  IPR 
International  Secretariat  late  in  1950.  In  the  meantime,  arrangements  are  being 
made  for  a  brief  supplementary  mimeographed  report  on  major  Far  Eastern 
economic  developments  since  1947  to  be  issued  by  the  IPR  International  Secre¬ 
tariat  for  limited  distribution. 

*  42.  Medium  and  Small  Industries  in  Japan.  By  Keizo  Fujita.  This  study 
has  been  undertaken  for  the  Japan  Institute  of  Pacific  Studies  (Osaka  Branch) 
and  will  probably  be  completed  late  in  1950. 

*  43.  Japan’s  Wartime  and  Present-Day  Cotton  Industry.  By  Minoru  Toye- 
saki,  Toichi  Nawa  and  Hiroshi  Shinjo.  This  survey  is  being  conducted  for  the 
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Japan  Institute  of  Pacific  Studies  (Osaka  Branch).  It  will  probably  be  completed 
in  1950. 

44.  Japanese  Banking  and  Finance.  By  Edna  Gottesmann,  Research  Depart¬ 
ment,  Federal  Reserve  Bank  of  New  York.  This  study  will  probably  be  com¬ 
pleted  and  published  under  the  auspices  of  the  IPR  International  Secretariat 
during  1950. 

45.  The  Impact  of  Scap  on  Japan.  By  T.  A.  Bisson.  This  analysis  of  certain 
aspects  of  the  allied  occupation  of  Japan  will  be  particularly  concerned  with  the 
effects  of  SCAP  policies  on  the  structure  and  control  of  large-scale  business  enter¬ 
prise  in  Japan.  It  is  expected  that  the  study,  which  is  under  the  auspices  of  the 
IPR  International  Secretariat,  will  be  completed  late  in  1950. 

46.  India’s  Economic  Relations  with  the  Far  East  and  the  Pacific.  By 
V.  K.  R.  V.  Rao,  Delhi  University.  This  study,  which  is  under  the  auspices  of 
the  Indian  Council  of  World  Affairs,  will  probably  be  completed  late  in  1950. 

47.  Pakistan’s  Economic  Relations  with  the  Far  East.  By  members  of  the 
staff  of  the  Pakistan  Institute  of  International  Affairs.  This  brief  survey  is  to 
be  completed  in  1950. 

48.  American  Economic  Policy  Towards  the,  Philippines.  By  Shirley 
Jenkins.  This  revised  and  expanded  version  of  the  author’s  data  paper  submitted 
to  the  Tenth  IPR  Conference  has  now  been  completed.  Arrangements  are  being 
made  for  it  to  be  published  under  the  auspices  of  the  American  IPR  early  in  1950. 

49.  United  States  Economic  Relations  with  the;  Far  East.  By  David 
Jenkins.  This  survey  of  postwar  American  Far  Eastern  economic  policy  will  be 
mainly  concerned  with  China,  Japan,  Korea  and  India.  It  will  probably  be  com¬ 
pleted  and  published  under  the  auspices  of  the  American  IPR  early  in  1950. 

50.  Mention  should  also  be  made  here  of  the  recent  Report  of  the  Tenth  IPR 
Conference  at  Stratford.  This  mimeographed  volume,  based  on  the  summaries  of 
the  conference  rapporteurs  together  with  a  new  introductory  chapter,  has  been 
published  by  the  IPR  International  Secretariat  under  the  title,  Problems  of  Eco¬ 
nomic  Reconstruction  in  the  Far  East . 

E.  AGRICULTURE,  POPULATION  AND  GEOGRAPHY 

Continuing  the  long  IPR  tradition  of  research  into  basic  conditions  of 
food  production,  economic  resources  and  population  pressure  in  Pacific 
countries,  several  new  projects  in  this  general  field  have  recently  been 
initiated.  In  many  respects  they  are  closely  related  to  the  broader  problem 
of  economic  modernization  and  reconstruction  mentioned  above.  They  also 
serve  to  fill  some  of  the  gaps  in  the  earlier  IPR  series  of  reports  on  land 
utilization  in  Pacific  countries. 

51.  A  Short  Geography  of  Korea.  By  Shannon  McCune,  Colgate  University. 
This  work,  utilizing  the  results  of  the  author’s  numerous  field  studies  and  of 
recent  Russian  and  German  investigations,  will  be  completed  under  the  auspices 
of  the  IPR  International  Secretariat  late  in  1950.  It  is  largely  financed  by  a  special 
Rockefeller  Foundation  grant. 

52.  The  Philippine  Rural  Economy.  By  Joseph  E.  Spencer,  University  of 
California  at  Los  Angeles.  This  survey,  based  on  the  author’s  recent  field  inves- 
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tigations,  will  be  completed  under  the  auspices  of  the  IPR  International  Secretariat 
late  in  1950.  It  is  largely  financed  by  a  special  Rockefeller  Foundation  grant. 

53.  Development  of  Upland  Areas  in  the  Far  East.  This  symposium  will 
comprise  chapters  on  China  (by  Pierre  Gourou),  on  the  Philippines  (by  Joseph 
E.  Spencer),  on  Japan  (by  Glenn  T.  Trewartha),  and  on  Korea  (by  Shannon 
McCune).  Additional  reports  on  Indonesia,  Siam  and  Indochina  are  also  planned. 
A  first  volume  (on  China,  Philippines  and  Japan)  will  be  issued  in  mimeographed 
form  by  the  IPR  International  Secretariat  in  December  1949.  A  more  detailed 
and  longer-term  study  of  Upland  Areas  in  Japan  is  being  written  by  Professor 
Y.  Noguchi,  Tokyo  National  University,  for  completion  in  1950  under  the  aus¬ 
pices  of  the  Japan  Institute  of  Pacific  Studies. 

54.  Rural  Economic  Problems  of  Burma.  By  J.  S.  Furnivall.  This  study, 
based  partly  on  the  author’s  earlier  researches  into  Burmese  land  systems,  will 
also  include  an  analysis  of  the  postwar  rural  economic  problems  and  land  reform 
programs.  It  will  probably  be  completed  under  the  auspices  of  the  IPR  Inter¬ 
national  Secretariat  late  in  1950. 

55.  Major  Agricultural  Developments  in  Postwar  India.  By  Sir  S.  V. 
Ramamurty.  This  study,  only  recently  initiated,  will  be  conducted  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Indian  Council  of  World  Affairs  and  will  probably  be  completed 
late  in  1950. 

56.  Land  Utilization  in  Japan.  By  Moritaro  Yamada,  Tokyo  National  Univer¬ 
sity.  This  study  is  designed  to  supersede  the  earlier  interim  reports  prepared  for  the 
Japanese  Council  of  the  IPR  by  Shiroshi  Nasu  under  the  titles  Aspects  of 
Japanese  Agriculture  (1941)  and  Land  Utilization  in  Japan  (1929).  It  will 
probably  be  completed  under  the  auspices  of  the  Japan  Institute  of  Pacific  Studies 
(Tokyo)  in  1951. 

57.  Land  and  Peasant  in  Japan.  By  Andrew  J.  Grad.  This  extensive  survey 
deals  mainly  with  wartime  and  postwar  developments.  The  manuscript  has  now 
been  completed  in  first  draft  and  arrangements  are  being  made  for  the  book 
to  be  published  under  the  auspices  of  the  IPR  International  Secretariat  in  1950. 

Older  projects  in  this  general  field  include  the  following: 

58.  Land  Utilization  in  Indochina.  By  Pierre  Gourou,  University  of  Brus¬ 
sels.  This  revised  and  enlarged  English  version  of  the  author’s  earlier  L’Utilisa - 
tion  du  Sol  en  Indochine  Fran^ais  has  been  completed  and  will  be  published 
under  the  auspices  of  the  IPR  International  Secretariat  during  1950. 

*59.  Economic  Geography  of  Southeast  Asia.  By  Jan  O.  M.  Broek,  Univer¬ 
sity  of  Minnesota.  Completion  of  this  three-volume  study,  which  is  being  prepared 
under  the  auspices  of  the  American  IPR  with  the  aid  of  a  grant  from  the  Coolidge 
Foundation,  has  been  further  delayed.  It  is  hoped  that  the  first  volume  can  be 
completed  late  in  1950. 

#  60.  Immigration  Problems  in  Australia.  By  W.  D.  Borrie,  Australian 
National  University.  This  report  has  been  completed  and  is  scheduled  for  publica¬ 
tion  under  the  auspices  of  the  Australian  Institute  of  International  Affairs  late 
in  1949. 

*61.  Land  Tenure  and  Related  Problems  in  Southeast  Asia  and  the 
Pacific:  A  Bibliography.  Bibliographical  material  on  the  above  subject  relating 
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to  Malaya,  Ceylon  and  Fiji  has  been  compiled  by  Miss  M.  Mortimer  and  it  is 
hoped  to  compile  similar  bibliographies  on  other  British  territories  in  the  area. 
This  study,  which  is  designed  as  a  contribution  to  the  Land  Tenure  Panel  of  the 
Colonial  Social  Science  Research  Council,  London,  is  under  the  auspices  of  the 
Royal  Institute  of  International  Affairs. 

62.  Land  Utilization  in  Australia.  By  S.  M.  Wadham  and  G.  L.  Wood. 
This  extensively  revised  and  enlarged  edition  of  an  earlier  work  published  in 
1939  has  now  been  completed  and  will  be  published  under  the  auspices  of  the 
Australian  Institute  of  International  Affairs  by  the  Melbourne  University  Press 
late  in  1949. 

63.  It  should  also  be  noted  that  the  IPR  International  Secretariat  is  making  ar¬ 
rangements  for  a  new  edition  of  Professor  D.  Ghosh’s  book,  The  Pressure  of 
Population  and  Economic  Efficiency  in  India  (previously  published  in  New 
Delhi  by  the  Indian  Council  of  World  Affairs),  to  be  issued  early  in  1950  in  the 
United  States  with  an  introduction  by  Kingsley  Davis  of  the  Bureau  of  Applied 
Social  Research,  Columbia  University.  (It  may  be  noted  that  Professor  Davis 
himself  is  completing  an  exhaustive  analysis  of  Indian  population  problems,  to  be 
published  for  the  Office  of  Population  Research  by  the  Princeton  University  Press 
in  1950.) 

64.  Plans  are  also  being  worked  out  with  two  Dutch  scholars  for  a  survey  of 
Land  Utilization  and  Agrarian  Problems  in  Indonesia  to  be  prepared  during  1950. 

F.  SOCIAL  PROBLEMS  AND  SOCIAL  CHANGE 

The  following  studies  are  intended  to  reveal  some  of  the  major  trans¬ 
formations  occurring  in  the  traditional  social  organization  of  Far  Eastern 
peoples  under  the  impact  of  nationalism,  modern  industry,  and  war. 

65.  A  Japanese  Urban  Community:  Fukaya.  By  Andrew  J.  Grad.  This 
detailed  socio-economic  investigation,  based  on  the  author’s  field  studies  and  on 
continuing  reports  from  informants  in  Fukaya,  has  been  financed  by  a  special 
Rockefeller  Foundation  grant  and  is  under  the  supervision  of  the  IPR  Interna¬ 
tional  Secretariat.  The  study  is  scheduled  for  completion  late  in  1950. 

66.  Aspects  of  Democratization  in  Japan:  A  Symposium.  By  Members  of 
the  Japan  Institute  of  Pacific  Studies  (Tokyo)  under  the  editorial  direction  of 
Professor  Tadao  Yanaihara.  Several  monographs  in  this  series  were  published  in 
1948  and  others  are  being  completed  during  1949.  The  IPR  International  Secre¬ 
tariat  expects  to  assist  in  publishing  and  distributing  the  final  report  in  1 95 °* 

67.  Aspects  of  Japan’s  Labor  Problems.  By  Miriam  S.  Farley,  American  In¬ 
stitute  of  Pacific  Relations.  This  brief  analysis  of  major  postwar  developments  in 
Japanese  labor  organization  has  been  completed  and  will  be  published  by  the 
University  of  North  Carolina  Press  for  the  IPR  International  Secretariat  early 
in  1950. 

*  68.  Japanese  Behavior  in  War  and  Conquest.  By  Sir  Paul  Butler.  This 
survey,  prepared  with  the  assistance  of  a  group  of  British  specialists  on  various 
aspects  of  Japanese  life,  has  made  considerable  progress  and  numerous  chapters 
have  been  completed  in  draft  form.  The  study  is  under  the  auspices  of  the  Royal 
Institute  of  International  Affairs  and  will  be  completed  during  1950. 

*  69.  The  Family  System  in  Japan.  By  Hiroshi  Suyekawa.  This  inquiry  is 
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being  written  under  the  auspices  of  the  Japan  Institute  of  Pacific  Studies  and  will 
probably  be  completed  during  1950. 

*  70.  Economic  Status  of  Japanese  Rural  Families.  By  K.ozo  Uno,  Social 
Science  Research  Institute,  Tokyo  National  University.  This  study,  dealing  par¬ 
ticularly  with  the  position  of  the  independent-tenant  farmer,  is  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Japan  Institute  of  Pacific  Studies.  The  report  in  Japanese  has  al¬ 
ready  been  completed  and  plans  are  being  made  for  an  English  language  edition 
to  he  published  in  1950. 

71.  Educational  Problems  in  Communist  China.  By  Michael  Lindsay,  Huli 
University.  With  a  supplement  by  Marian  Menzies  and  William  Paget.  This 
survey  relates  mainly  to  North  China  during  the  period  1937-194^*  ^ 

be  published  in  mimeographed  form  by  the  IPR  International  Secretariat  in 

January  1950. 

72.  Law  and  Society  in  China.  By  Chu  Tung-tsu.  This  historical  review  is 
based  on  the  author’s  earlier  book  in  the  Chinese  language.  It  has  now  been 
completed  in  first  draft  and  will  probably  be  issued  in  mimeographed  form  by 
the  IPR  International  Secretariat,  in  cooperation  with  the  Far  Eastern  Institute,

73.  The  Chinese  Gentry.  By  Fei  Hsiao-tung,  Tsinghua  University,  Peiping. 
A  substantial  part  of  this  report  has  been  brought  from  Peiping  to  the  United 
States  and  arrangements  have  been  made  for  it  to  be  edited  by  Professor  and 
Mrs.  Robert  Redfield  of  the  University  of  Chicago.  It  will  probably  be  published 
under  the  auspices  of  the  IPR  International  Secretariat  in  1950. 

74.  Freedom  of  Person  in  Southeast  Asia.  By  Bruno  Lasker.  This  historical 
survey  of  forced  labor  and  bondage  in  many  forms  has  been  completed  and  will 
be  published  under  the  auspices  of  the  American  IPR  by  the  University  of  North 
Carolina  Press  early  in  1950,  under  the  title,  Human  Bondage  in  Southeast  Asia. 

75.  Plans  are  being  worked  out  for  a  study  of  Land  and  Society  in  Malabar 
(South  India)  by  Adrian  Mayer,  a  research  student  at  the  London  School  of 
Economics,  to  be  completed  for  the  IPR  International  Secretariat  late  in  1 95°* 

G.  PROBLEMS  OF  DEPENDENT  AREAS 

The  following  studies  concerned  with  various  aspects  of  administration, 
economic  development  and  social  change  in  certain  Pacific  dependencies  are 
arbitrarily  grouped  together  here  for  purposes  of  convenience. 

76.  The  South  Seas  in  Transition.  By  W.  E.  H.  Stanner.  This  survey  by  an 
Australian  anthropologist  is  based  on  first-hand  investigation  of  recent  political, 
economic  and  social  changes  in  New  Guinea,  Fiji  and  Samoa.  It  is  now  in  press 
and  will  be  published  under  the  auspices  of  the  Australian  Institute  of  Inter¬ 
national  Affairs  and  the  IPR  International  Secretariat  by  the  Australasian  Pub¬ 
lishing  Company  in  early  1950. 

77.  Island  Administration  in  the  Southwest  Pacific.  By  Cyril  Belshaw. 
This  report  on  government  and  reconstruction  problems  in  New  Caledonia,  New 
Hebrides  and  the  British  Solomon  Islands  is  now  in  the  press  and  will  be  pub¬ 
lished  about  January  1950  by  the  Royal  Institute  of  International  Affairs.  It 

serves  as  a  supplement  to  the  above-mentioned  book  by  Dr.  Stanner. 

78.  Some  Dependent  Peoples  of  the  South  Pacific.  By  Linden  A.  Mander, 
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University  of  Washington.  This  broad  survey  of  Australian,  New  Zealand  and 
British  policies  toward  their  dependent  areas  and  minority  groups  includes  sec¬ 
tions  on  the  New  Zealand  Maori  and  the  Australian  aborigines  as  well  as  on  the 
principal  South  Pacific  Island  groups.  The  report  has  been  completed  in  first 
draft  and  the  IPR  International  Secretariat  expects  to  arrange  for  its  publication 

during  1950.  . 

79.  Law  and  Administration  in  New  Guinea.  By  Thomas  P.  Fry.  Comple¬ 
tion  of  this  report  on  the  legal  and  administrative  background  of  Australian 
administration  in  New  Guinea  has  been  considerably  delayed.  The  report  is  to 
be  completed  under  the  auspices  of  the  Australian  Institute  of  International 

Affairs  late  in  1950.  .  . 

*  80.  Australian  Colonial  Policy  in  Papua.  By  J.  D.  Legge.  This  historical 

review  of  Australian  policy  in  Papua  up  to  the  outbreak  of  World  War  II  has 
been  completed  and  is  to  be  published  under  the  auspices  of  the  Australian 

Institute  of  International  Affairs  early  in  1950. 

*  81.  The,  Development  of  Hong  Kong.  This  report  of  a  Chatham  House 
study  group  has  been  completed  in  first  draft  and  is  being  revised  by  A.  S.  B. 
Olver.  Publication  arrangements  will  be  made  by  the  Royal  Institute  of  Inter¬ 
national  Affairs,  but  no  date  has  yet  been  set. 

§2.  Development  Toward  Self-Government  in  British  Eastern  and  Pa¬ 
cific  Territories.  This  project,  which  is  under  the  auspices  of  the  Royal  Institute 
of  International  Affairs,  includes  a  volume  .(recently  completed-)  on  “Progress 
Toward  Self-Government  in  Ceylon”  by  Sir  Ivor  Jennings  and  parallel  reports 
on  Malaya  and  British  island  territories  in  the  Western  Pacific.

This  cooperative  study  includes  sections  on  political 
history  by  Yoshitaka  Oka,  national  economy  by  Ryokichi  Minobe,  legal  systems 
by  Sakaye  Wagatsuma,  and  education  by  Soshin  Kaigo.  It  will  be  issued  under 
the  auspices  of  the  Japan  Institute  of  Pacific  Studies  and  is  scheduled  for  com¬ 
pletion  in  1950.  The  IPR  International  Secretariat  will  assist  in  making  publica¬ 
tion  arrangements. 

90.  Oriental  Society.  By  Karl  A.  Wittfogel.  This  basic  analysis  of  Asiatic 
economic  and  social  structure  was  begun  a  good  many  years  ago  under  the 
auspices  of  the  IPR  International  Secretariat  and  now  constitutes  part  of  the 
larger  program  of  research  on  Asiatic  social  history  which  the  author  is  directing 
for  the  Far  Eastern  Institute,  University  of  Washington.  A  large  part  of  the  book 
has  been  completed  and  it  will  probably  be  ready  for  publication  late  in  1950. 

*  91.  The  Australian  Nation.  Edited  by  George  Caiger.  This  symposium, 
prepared  for  UNESCO,  includes  chapters  by  Sir  Frederick  Eggleston,  Fred 
Alexander,  W.  D.  Borrie,  G.  L.  Wood,  P.  H.  Partridge,  K.  L.  Henderson  and 
D.  Cunningham.  The  book  is  to  be  published  under  the  auspices  of  the  Australian 
Institute  of  International  Affairs  in  1950. 

92.  International  Air  Transport.  By  D.  M.  Hocking  and  C.  P.  Haddon- 
Cave.  This  study,  with  particular  reference  to  Australian  interests  and  policies

93.  The  IPR  International  Secretariat  is  cooperating  in  the  publication  of 
The  Western  World  and  Japan  by  Sir  George  Sansom.  This  comprehensive  his¬ 
torical  survey  of  the  impact  of  Western  civilization  on  Far  Eastern  countries, 
with  special  reference  to  Japan,  from  the  earliest  times  down  to  the  end  of  the 
19th  century  is  now  in  press.  Though  the  study  was  not  begun  as  an  IPR 
project,  it  has  such  an  important  bearing  on  many  aspects  of  the  IPR  research 
program  that  the  International  Secretariat  has  made  arrangements  with  the 
publisher,  Alfred  Knopf,  New  York,  to  cooperate  in  the  distribution  of  the  book, 
which  will  be  published  in  February  1950. 

94.  It  should  also  be  noted  that  arrangements  have  been  made  for  a  revised 
and  enlarged  edition  of  the  earlier  volume,  The  Allied  Occupation  of  Japan , 
by  Edwin  M.  Martin,  to  be  prepared  by  Robert  Fearey,  U.  S.  Department  of 


State,  early  in  1950.  It  is  expected  that  the  new  edition  will  be  published  under 
the  auspices  of  the  American  IPR. 

95.  Postwar  Fishery  Problems  in  the  North  Pacific  by  Kline  Swygard. 
This  survey  of  recent  developments  in  international  competition  and  interna¬ 
tional  cooperation  in  North  Pacific  fisheries  has  recently  been  completed  for  the 
Pacific  Northwest  Division  of  the  American  IPR.  It  is  scheduled  for  publication 
during  1950.
